Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


The excess of new house building over loss of houses through slum 
clearance, and the fact that few houses remain empty for long indicates that 
Barton is beginning to expand and play a part in accommodating the migrational 
population increase due to the development of Humberside Industries. This 
probable population increase is not reflected in the Registrar General’s 
estimated mid-year population, and consequently the apparent slight increase 
in birth rate may be misleading, 


The vital statistics for the town in 1967 are gmerally satisfactory. 
With so small a population, where a single infant death or stillbirth makes a 
big impact on our rates, wide variations can occur by chance. Although our 
perinatal mortality rate is higher than it was in 1966 the total wastage of 
child life was in fact lower as the reduction in infant deaths exceeds the 
rise in stillbirths, The total number of deaths was the same as in the 
previous year. Of the 94 deaths, 28 relate to people below the age of 65. 
A closer look at these shows that the one infant death was due to “respiratory 
distress syndrome” and one five year old child died of malignant disease. The 
two deaths of people aged between 30 and 40 were due to cancer of the breast and 
a motor vehicle accident respectively. Six people died in their forties, three 
of cancer, two of cardiovascular diseases and one of a kind of polyneuritis. 
Of seven people who died in their fifties four died of cardiovascular disease, 
but in one of these cases the arterial degeneration was due to diabetes and 
the death attributed to this disease. The remaining three died of cancers. 
Five of the eleven who died between the age of 60 and 64 had cardiovascular 
catastrophies, but in two of them the cardiovascular degeneration was a result 
of diabetes, the remaining six deaths in the age group were due to cancers. 
No less than five of the 28 deaths of people below the age of 65 were due to 
cancer of the lung, due in ail probability, to the smoking of cigarettes and 
exposure to smoke polluted air. Clearly if people would either give up smoking 


or change from cigarettes to cigars this would significantly improve their 
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chances of reaching retiring age. As a cause of death in middle age lung 
cancer with five deaths to its credit came second only to the cardiovascular 
catastrophies which caused seven such deaths. Cancer of the breast caused 
two, and so did cancer of the stomach. Between then the various kinds of 
cancer accounted for 14 of the 28 premature deaths, a fact which must draw 


our attention to the need for preventive measures, 


We use the names “cancer” and “malignant disease” to describe illnesses 
due to abnormal and uncontrolled multiplication of cells from the patient’s 
own body if there is a tendency for these abnormal cells to spread and not 
stay localised. The resulting growths spread about the body either through 
the lymphatic system or the blood vessels. Knowledge of the causes of the 
various kinds of cancer is increasing rapidly, and it is high time more advant- 
age was taken of this knowledge. Among the chemical agents known to be able 
to cause malignant change in cells are tarry substances like 3:4 benzpyrene 
which are found in the smoke and soot of open coal fires and bonfires; and 
chemicals like C naphthylamine which are used in the rubber and aniline dye 
industries, Asbestos and arsenic are also capable of causing cancers, as can 
excessive exposure to sunlight or irradiation by X-rays or radio-active 
IMaterials, There is some evidence to suggest that one kind of cancer which 


occurs mainly in Africa may be caused by an infective agent. 


So far as our area is concerned the main known hazard is probably from 
chemicals of the Benzpyrene/Benzanthracine group, and the main source of than 
is the domestic open fire. Not only does the smoke from these fires play a 
part in causing lung cancer, but as the soot is deposited on vegetation and 
food we are constantly eating small quantities of them too. When fuels are 
burned in properly designed furnaces which bum smokelessly, little if any of 
these tars is evolved. It is the domestic open fire which creates the danger. 
Clearly if we were to implement the provisions of the Clean Air Act and make 
Barton a smoke control area we would make a significant contribution to the 
future health of the inhabitants. It is a sad reflection on our resistance to 
change that nearly two hundred years after Potts discovered that chimney sweeps 
developed skin cancer from contact with soot from coal fires we are still 
exposing ourselves to this risk. Percival Potts described chimney sweeps’ 
cancer in 1775, _liay we hope that by 1975 Barton may become a smokeless 
town? 
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Cardiovascular catastrophies with or without diabetes account for all but 
three of the 14 premature deaths which were not due to cancer. Clearly we must 
also give some thought to the prevention of this group of diseases. We know 
that excessive eating and lack of exercise lead to obesity and increase the 
incidence of both diabetes and arterial diseases. It is possible that the 
quality of the diet may be as important as its quantity. Unfortunately, people 
are tending to eat more and more foods containing refined sugar, and there is 
evidence that this, along with too much “saturated” or animal fat may be 
contributory causes of arterial disease. In addition there is some evidence 
that drinking soft as opposed to hard water increases the risk of early death 
from this group of diseases. Clearly we should take more care regarding what 
we eat and drink. It is in the interest of society in general as well as of 
ourselves that we should not die too young. It is during adult life that by 
working, paying taxes, and contributing to the social and cultural life of our 
community that we repay what the community and our parents invested in rearing 
and educating us. ‘The death of a middle aged man frequently causes great hard- 
ship for his widow and children, who may be reduced to living on social security 
grants at subsistence level. 


Mental illness and addiction to alcohol and drugs can cause even greater 
social damage to dependent wives and children. Some people hoped that the 
Mental Health Act would have the effect of rewoving the stigma from mental 
illness and that people needing treatment would consequently seek it voluntarily. 
While in general this occurs in depressive illnesses it does not work in paranoid 
schizophrenia or in the case of the alcoholic. ‘The alcoholic in particular does 
not appreciate that he is ill or wish to be cured. Until he has spent all his 
savings, incurred heavy debts, ruined his marriage, and caused irreparable 
emotional damage to his children the chronic alcoholic tends to pursue his 
self-destructive course undaunted. Even if society adopted a less tolerant 
attitude towards drunkenness and we ceased to politely ignore the fact that 
colleagues drink too much it is doubtful if many would seek treatment soon 
enough. The problem is to reconcile the concept of individual liberty with the 
needs of society, in the case of those illnesses which by their nature prevent 
the patient from appreciating his condition or needs or which make him unwilling 
to accept help. No nation has yet evolved an adequate solution to the problem, 


France, where alcohol is more freely available, has a worse problem than we have. 
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Legal prohibition of alcohol was tried in the United States and this led to 

the evolution of massive criminal organisations whose activities spread from 

the illicit liquor trade into other rackets and caused a major crime wave. 

There are indications that a similar situation may be developing in connection 
with the supply of drugs to adolescents in this country today. Clearly public 
attitudes to all forms of drug addiction and drug dependence, to mental illness, 
and to psychiatric treatment, need to be fundamentally altered if we are to 
overcome such problems, and it may well be that this can only be achieved very 
slowly. If appropriate attitudes to these matters could be inculcated among 
children in schools throughout the country our chances of solving these problems 
within the next twenty years might be greatly improved. In the meantime we 
must learn to distinguish the man who is becoming dependent on the bottle from 
the social drinker, and seek means of influencing him to accept help; maintain 
a vigilant watch for evidence of illicit drug taking, and find some more effective 
means of treating addiction and of helping the families of the mentally ill. 

The problems, so far as one can tell, are smaller in Barton at present than in 
many parts of the country. It is up to us to see that they do not grow. 


Perhaps the most serious cause of human misery and of social problems in 
our society is unwanted pregnancy. Successful marrlage requires a sound basis 
of mutual affection and respect, and “shot-gun weddings” which lack such a basis 
cause much unhappiness, not only to the parents, but also to the children, 

Even well-founded marriages can be destroyed by unwanted pregnancies, when the 
wife, fearful of becoming pregnant again, becomes frigid and ceases to welcome 
her husband’s advances, It is therefore most regrettable that the original 
scheme under which a “Family Planning” clinic was to be established by the 
County Council in Barton had later to be modified and that the Family Planning 
Association who agreed to provide services in Lindsey have not yet established 
this much needed clinic, The people whose need of this service is greatest 

are those who are least able and least likely to travel to Scunthorpe or Grimsby 
to seek it. A local service would be of inestimable value. Let us hope that 

we do not have to wait too long for it. An unfortunate consequence of the 
decision that the service should be provided through F.P.A. is that we may 

have lost the opportunity to incorporate Family Planning with some other service 
such as Cervical Cytology to make a composite clinic. The advantages of doing 
so would be considerable. Not only would it make local services more economically 
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practicable for small communities, but it would also make it possible for some 
of those who most need help, but who are too shy to attend a single purpose 
clinic to seek it. Unmarried women in particular would more readily attend 

a multi-purpose clinic than one which everyone knows to be devoted to contra- 
ception, and it is only by helping this group that we may hope to avert the 
consequences of “shot-gun weddings” and reduce illegitimate births, 


The town’s environmental services continued to run smoothly under the 
able direction of Mr, Kirk and we now tend to take them for granted. Further 
extension of the paper sack system of refuse collection enabled us to maintain 
and even extend our weekly collection with the same staff despite the increase 
in number of properties and bulk of refuse, 


The town’s water supply continues to prove adequate in quantity and of 
good quality, and progress was made towards the construction of the fluoridation 
plant. 


Standards of food hygiene continue to improve, and no case of food poison- 
ing was notified during the year, Credit for this must go to Mr. Kirk and to 
Mr. French on whose vigilance it depends. Details of the work they have done 
during the year are contained in the section at the back of this report which 
Mr, Kirk has contributed. I commend this to your notice and express my 
indebtedness to Mr. Kirk for his work during the year.

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GENERAL INFORMATION 


Barton-on-Humber is a market town with a population of 6,590, It is 
situated on the edge of the Lincolnshire Wolds, facing on to the Humber 
estuary. There are a number of small industries mostly established in the 
northem part of the town by the Humber bank, The town covers an area of 
6,343 acres of land and inland water. The rateable value is £207,211 and 
the product of a penny rate is £887.

All the general practitioners in the town are in partnership, and 
operate from a central suite of surgeries in King Street.

If time is of the essence, lack of time is the essential theme of 
my contribution to the report for 1967, 


Due to several factors, the year passed in unseemly haste with 
insufficient time to visit offices, shops and factories, no time to 
initiate a second housing improvement area and no hope of attempting 
district surveys for fitness of dwellings under the Housing Act, for 
nuisances under the Public Health Act or any other extension work. 


This was in part due to the time needed to decide which of an 
unprecedented array of refuse collection vehicles was best suited to the 
town’s particular needs and also to the hours spent in trying fruitlessly 
to obtain planning pemmission for a further controlled tipping site. 

The detailed inspection of houses in the Newport Street Improvement Area 
together with preparation of estimates of expenditure for repair and 
improvement works, submission of reports to the Public Health and Housing 
Committees, administration of the complex procedure for serving notices 
on owners, agents and tenants and the meetings and discussions which 
followed required several weeks of concentrated effort. But more than 
these, Mr. French’s absence for the greater part of the last quarter of 
the year either at college or in attending the Public Health Department 
at Hull for additional practical training required my being involved in 
work of a routine nature which Mr. French had, during the preceding four 
years, carried out with his usual efficiency. 


The cumulative effect of these and other less significant factors 
resulted in a year of intensively hard work but one which will I hope in 
due course produce tangible results. 


General. 


Over 2,000 visits were made to all types of premises during the year 
and all food premises received at least one inspection. Despite the ever 
growing volume of domestic refuse and increasing quantities of trade refuse 
a weekly service was maintained for the 9th successive year and, as a result 
of time being saved following the installation of a further 875 refuse sack 
holders, farms and other isolated dwellings were included in the weekly 
collection service for the first time. ‘The number of houses subject to 
improvement grants rose from 13 in 1966 to 23 last year, 35 dwelling houses 
were repaired either by informal or statutory action and 5 houses were made 
subject to closing or demolition orders,
